"The democracies must realize 
that their best weapon is that very 
democracy. Blanket legislation 



against all ideas which do not conr 
form to the status quo never solves 
anything.. 

The free world must realize that 
heresy, variance with the general op- 
inion. Is the motivational force be- 
hind our system, and only by allow- 
ing reformers to speak can wc 
achieve the gradual social reform so 
necessary to the maintenance ' - of 
our way of life^ 

We musrhot lump heretics who 
openly speak their mind with con 
spirators who work secretly and 
underground. 

Democracy must be made stronit 
and workable and vital, he con 
eluded, and the best way of doin^ 
this Is by 'hiaking it truly liberal 
Chuck Taylor, who the Judges 
decided adhered most - closely to 
the topic, narrowed the question 
down to how wc arc to deal with 
communism, and asked whethei 
the present approach is the most 
intelligent. The present method of. 
suppres.slon, he answered, cannot 
fufiii iU aim. 

Communist Aefivilies 
The two primary ; acliyiUes of 
communist.^ he said, are subversion 
and the making of convcrt.s. By 
.suppression wc arc Rolnt; aKHlnst 
the ideals of constitutional govern- 
ment and thereby making ot the 
communists martyrs of' democracy 
Moreover,, by following this policy 
wc are showing non-confidence in 
(,ur own way of life. Therefore. 
Taylor concluded, the only way for 
democracy to jiurvivc Is by remain 
ing democratic.

500 Students^at, 
Acadia University 

WolfviUe. N.S, —'(CUP)— Influ- 
enza, which has affected all the 
maritimes,, affected over half the 
campus of Acadia University lately 
Dr. C. beWltt. In charge of the mass 
operation to curb the epidemic. 
«'■|edi!thBt the cases', although nu 
mci'ôiis7 were mild. ' 

A survey of conditions on . the 
Acadian Campus reports that over 
300 people have been affected by 
the germ. In one of the "residence! 
medical authorities stated that over 
200 patienta had been '.treated and 
the residence- hospital has had to 
be extended to cope with the in- 
creasing numbers which dally be- 
come victims of the scourge. The 
hospital is filled to capacity 'and 
an average of 75 to 90 meals are 
being served in the residence; . 

Dr. .DeWiti: reported, "The epi- 
demic, although widespread, is of 
a relatively light nature. Students 
have c(}-'operatcd with us by get- 
ting in and reporting early, thus 
preventing any serious compUca 
{ions such as virus pneumonia. Thu 
entire campaisn has been well or- 
ganized and at present, things ap- 
pear to be under control."

Lortdon: Britain's Labour Gov' 
ernment may fall tomorrow. Con- 
servative leader Winston Churchill 
will press a vote on the crucial test 
of the "Iron and Steel" bill in the 
House of Commons.
